The memory of 
boy hood day s in 
Circleville 
brought 
an 
interesting 
gift to our Public Library during the 
last summer. 
This gift, in the form of a bequest 
gave to the Circleville library about 
a hundred volumes, on a variety of 
subjects, testify ing 
to 
their 
col­ 
lector’s broad interests and culture. 
Logan Grant McPherson, born is 
Circleville, in 1863, and receiving the 
most of his formal education in our 
local schools, 
became 
one 
of our 
country ’s most noted economists. 
Leaving school at 16, he was first 
employ ed 
in a 
newspaper office, 
a 
y ear later joining the service of the 
Pennsy lvania railroad. 
Working his 
way up for eleven y ears, 
transfer­ 
ring his interests for a time to the 
coal industry and then returning to 
railroading, he became 
one 
of the 
foremost authorities on transporta­ 
tion and its kindred 
economic 
rela­ 
tions. 
Railroad officials, universities and 
governments gave recognition to his 
knowledge 
and, besides 
organizing 
the Bureau of Railway Economics, he 
served 
as 
traffic 
ex pert 
and 
as 
economic investigator for various na­ 
tional and international committees. 
As an author, he contributed to many 
publications and the 
seven or eight 
books which 
he wrote, on 
economic 
subjects, have 
permanent value 
in 
their fields. 
His library , tho not large, showed 
the trend of his life and thought. The 
nature of his work 
required 
much 
study and research but his access to 
special libraries 
and his manner 
of 
living made the 
accumulation 
of a 
large personal collection impractical. 
Aside from 
a few gifts to 
friends, 
there 
were 
about 
two 
hundred 
volumes to be 
divided between 
the 
libraries of Decatur, Illinois, and Cir­ 
cleville. according to the instructions 
left in his will. 
Of the hundred volumes 
received 
by our library , about one-fifth were 
on economic subjects, the remainder 
indicating a diverse interest in litera 
ture, religion, science, 
history , 
the 
theater and his Scotch ancestry and 
name. 
For a short 
time, 
before 
being 
placed on the regular shelves, these 
books will be display ed in a case in 
the hallway of the Public library .
